Electric  Light  Franchise 

There  wee  e  spseati  meeting  of  the 
Bloomfield  Township  <  ommiUee  on 
Monday  night  to  oOnetder  the  report 
of  the  Hirb-coniuiittee  to  which  wee 
referred  the  bide  recently  received 
for  supplying  electric  lights. 

After  the  meeting  bed  been  celled 
to  order,  C.  W  Powers,  Chairman  of 
the  Sub-committee,  reported  that  the 
most  advantageon*  bid  received  wu 
that  of  the  Suhurben  Light  end 
Power  Company  cf  East  Orange,  and 
he  moved  that  the  Lighting  Commit¬ 
tee  ia  connection  with  the  Law  and 
Franchise  Committee,  Lake  the  matter 
in  hand  and  report  upon  a  basis  of 
contract  to  be  submitted  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Township  Committee. 

The  motion  was  amended  by  Mr 
Gilbert,  that  all  the  bids  received  for 
electric  lighting  be  referred  to  the 
lighting  and  franchise  committees  for 
nvestigation  a  nd  further  report  The 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  proposition  m  made  by  the 
Suburban  Electnc  Light  and  PoweJ 
Company  was  as  follows  : 

In  pursuance  of  your  proposal  for  bids 
for  electnc  lighting,  we  desire  to  pre¬ 
sent  the  following : 

For  seventy-five  i  or  more  arc  lights  to 
be  lighted  all  nighf,  1,900  candle  power 
$76  per  year.  3,000  candle  power  $86  per 
year,  80  candle  power  incandescent  light 
to  be  lighted  all  n(gbt  for  same  service 
$16  per  year  per  light. 

For  mercantile  fighting  to  private  con¬ 
sumers  we  make  the  following  rates —

per  hour*  $  of  a  cent  for  all-night  service, 
1.300  candle  power  f  of  a  cent  for  all 
night  service.

The  Annual  Meeting  and  Trustees* 
Report. 

A  NEW  STEEPLE,  A  TOWN  CLOCK  AND 

cam  or  bells  pbomwxd. 

The  pariah  meeting  of  the  First 
Church  was  held  on  Wednesday  eve 
Ding,  when  the  report*  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer  were  submitted. 
Secretary  W.  K  Spalding's  report 
whs  an  interesting  one  from  which 
the  following  items  are  gleaned  : 

The  receipts  for  upew  rente  were 
$5371.18  as  compare#  with  $5253.36 
the  previous  year.  TljS  total  receipts 
were  $6280.65  for  1895/ 

The  report  malms  special  mention 
of  the  brilliant  success  of  the  bazar 
arranged  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  to  pey  off  the  perish  debt,  by 
the  King's  Daughters’  Circles,  from 
which  the  sum  <-f  $1000  was  realized. 

Upon  the  cnurcL  debt  of  $2600  a 
year  ago,  $1500  has  been  paid. 

The  Centennial  celebration  of  the 
Old  Church,  to  be  observed  in  Ooto 
ber  uext,  ia  referred  to,  and  the  trus¬ 
tees  hope  for  a  hearty  respouse  from 
the  members  cf  the  congregation, 
a  parish  meeting  held  n  few  weeks 
ago  having  decided  to  raise  $12,000 
and  expend  $7,000  on  the1  church 
and  grounds,  pay  off  the  1  existing 
debt  and  lay  out  $4,000  on  the  manse. 

The  report  further  says : 

“Last  month  tho  Tp’.I  nee  were 
very  much  pleased  to  receive  an  offer 
of  a  tower  dock  and  four  bells  to 
chime  the  hours  These  were  offered 
by  the  daughters  of  the  late  Dr.  Da¬ 
ys  as  a  mem- trial  of  him,  and  what 
oould  be  a  more  fitting  memorial  than 
this,  which  oould  be  beard  and  tppre- 
oiated  bv  the  whole  town  of  which  he 
was  so  long  an*bouored  resident  ?

recommend  that  the  Parish  authorize 
the  incoming  Board  to  take  steps  to.

could  have  the  clock  and  bells  given 
a  suitable  place,  at  a  cost  nut  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $5000. 

“This  being  the  first  memorial 
gift  offered  for  the  Centennial  and 
being  in  memory  of  one  wboy/waa  so 
many  years  a  prominent  and  useful 
member  of  our  church,  the  Board 
cauDot  express  too  heartily  to  the 
family  offering  it  their  appreciation 
and  thanks  or  urge  too  strongly  on 
the  Pariah  the  adoption  of  their  rec¬ 
ommendation  on  the  subject.” 

A  resolution  was  adopted  author¬ 
izing  the  Trustees  to  repair  the 
steeple  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $5000. 

The  eleotion  of  two  new  trustees 
esulted  in  the  choice  of  Jarnee  M. 
Speers  and  T.  Howell  Johnson. 

The  register  of  the  First  Presby¬ 
terian  Churoh  shows  that  during 
1895  three  deaths  of  baptized  chil¬ 
dren  occurred,  and  two  deaths  of 
adult  members  since  the  last  com¬ 
munion.  At  the  communion  last 
Sunday  eleven  were  received  into  the 
church,  the  whole  number  received 
during  the  year,  thirty- aix.  There 
are  515  names  of  members  now  upon 
the  church  register. 

Mr.  Skinner’s  Defeat. 

From  the  ewfcik  Evening  evrs. 

It  ia  both  a  significant  circumstance 
and  a  humiliating  fact  that  Essex 
County,  with  its  hosts  of  Republicans, 
justly  proud  of  recent  signal  victories  in 
the  political  field,  is  treated  with  slight 
regard  in  the  disposition  of  the  fruits  of 
a  successful  campaign  By  the  powers 
that  oovertly  rule  the  Republican  party 
of  the  State  the  great  Eesex  wing  of 
that  party  ia  thrust  aside  as  if  it  were  of 
no  consequence. 

Those  friends  of  Mr.  Skinner  who 
stood  by  him  with  such*  fidelity  need  not 
repine  at  the  result.  The  cause  which 
they  espoused  with  such  interest  was  a 
good  one.  Mr.  Skinner  would  have 
made  an  admirable  speaker.  The  char¬ 
acteristics  of  courage  and  inflexible  pur¬ 
pose  which  he  possesses  in  such  marked 
degree  were  probably  the  strongest 
reasons  that  contributed  to  his  defeat. 
But  these  were  the  characteristics 
which  should  have  landed  him  in  the 
place.  Taken  together  with  his  intelli¬ 
gence,  honesty  of  purpose  and  judicial 
temperament,  Mr.  Skinner,  had  he  been 
chosen  for  the  office  by  the  party,  would 
have  reflected  credit  alike  upon  his 
friends  and  upon  the  State. 

The  vote  by  which  Mr.  Derousse  was 
chosen  for  the  Speakership  was  ample. 
It  is  claimed  that  had  it  been  necessary, 
it  would  have  been  larger.  The  influ¬ 
ences  whioh  counted  so  much  in  Mr, 
Derousse  *s  favor  are  powerful.  The 
Speaker-elect  may  rise  superior  to  these. 
If  he  shall,  he  will  make  an  acceptable 
_  officer.  If  he  shall  nut,  his 
course  will  be  but  another  evi¬ 
dence,  to  the  people  at  least,  of  the  mis 
take  which  the  Republican  caucus  fell 
into  when  it  failed  to  place  Mr.  Skinner 
in  the  chair.

It  was  a  square  kite,  not  the  cof¬ 
fin  shaped  affair  shown  In  Btory  book 
pictures.

ductor  from  which  he  might  draw 
tbe  sparks  of  oelestial  fire  if  it  came. 

When  tbe  thunderstorm  broke,  he 
went  out  on  the  open  oomruon  near 
Philadelphia  and  faced  death— faoed 
tbe  tremendous  power  of  the  light¬ 
ning  stroke,  before  which  all  people 
of  all  ages  had  quailed  iu  terror, 
faced  what  most  of  tbe  world  then 
believed  to  be  tbe  avenging  blow  of 
an  angered  God.  True,  he  believed 
that  eleotricity  and  lightning  were 
the  same  thing  and  therefore  bad  no 
differen t  properties  or  effects,  but  he 
did  not  know  it. 

Tbe  best  existing  theory  whioh 
aooounted  for  electrical  phenomena 
at  that  time  was  bis  own.  The  laws 
of  electrical  conduction  or  resist¬ 
ance,  now  so  fnrailiar,  were  not  even 
suspected.  Who  oould  predict  that 
the  lightning  would  obey  any  law? 
Besides  he  had  produced  tromondous 
shocks  with  his  Leyden  jars  in  series 
and  bad  killed  birds  with  them. 
More  than  that,  ho  had  been  terri¬ 
bly  sbooked  himself  by  1  lie  sarn|e 
means — stunned  into  insensibility 
and  nearly  killed.  He  bad  said 
again  and  again  that  an  electric 
shook,  if  strong  enough,  would  blot 
out  life,  though  without  a  pang.  If 
his  idea  was  correct,  if  his  oonvio- 
tion  wgs  true,  be  was  now  about  to 
face  an  electrio-  discharge  beside 
which  that  of  the  most  powerful  of 
man  made  batteries  would  seem 
weak  and-ipeignifleant.
